Carefal Spraying Will Do the Trick 
Three Sprayings Necessary 
Either Lime Sulphur or Bordeaux 
Mixture May Be Used. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 


HIS is the most common and 
most serious disease of ap- 
ples in Ontario. It occurs 
wherever apples are grown, 

and the scab spots on the fruit and 
leaves are familiar to almost evéry 
fruit. grower. In wet seasons it 
causes a financial loss of many thou- 
sands of dollars to the fruit growers 
of the Province. This fs to a large 
extent a needless loss, for Apple 
Scab can almost always be prevented 
no matter how wet the season may 
be, by thorough, timely and intelli- 
gent spraying, in combination with 
the proper pruning of the trees. The 
scab only develops and spreads dur- 
ing wet weather. The times of the 
year therefore when we get our wet 
weather are the times we have to 
{ we are going to prevent 
scab. One spraying with either lime 
sulphur or Bordeaux mixture is not 


sufficient to prevent scab, as the rain 
gradually washes the spray off, and 
as the leaves and fruits by growing

This should be 
of the same strength as for the third 
regular spraying, but poison should 
be omitted because of the bees. It 
is very important. to observe care- 
fully the weather conditions and 
apply this spray when necessary. 

Spraying early in August is an 
insurance against late infection of 
Apple Scab and Sooty Fungus. In 
wet autumns such spraying is neces- 
sary to prevent late attacks of scab, 
especially with varieties such as Mc- 
Intosh Red and Snows, which are 
For this 
n use a weak lime-sulphur 
solution, 1 gallon to 40 or 45 gallons 
of water, or Bordeaux mixture. No 
poison should be used at this time. 
Often if the spraying is done later 
than the first or second week in 
August there is a chance of the fruit 
being discolored at picking time. 
Should the dust method prove satis- 
factory it could be used at any time 
in the fall without danger of staining 
the fruit. If the early sprayings are 
thoroughly done, and the fall is not 
extremely wet, usually the crop will 
remain clean without this last appli- 
cation.

so well trained to respect the Bel- 
| gians and the French and their pro- 
| perty, that they failed to give com-~ 


pation. It was told in ‘‘barrack-room 
gossip,” just before the boys left the 
Rhine, that though their fighting 
abilities had been fully recognized 
they had failed somewhat to “put it 
over” as an “army of terror’ on the 
Rhine. The Canadian soldier had 


never had much chance to develop 
the bullying characteristics. He would 
rather learn the language 

himself at home ahen he w 

tually fighting. He lost no 

the German, or for Germany, but he 
did not have the nack of shoving 
the “iron heel stuff” down in the 
approved Prussian atyle. 

The passage through the Ardennes 
and into the sloping ground to the 
Rhine was made with practically no 
opposition. In advance of the Cana- 
dian forces ran tales throughout the 
German households, which pictured 
the coming soldiers as the last word 
in savage ferocity. “They had always 
been put in the vanguard by the Eng- 
lish because of their ignorance, and 
they were so ferocious that even the 
troops of the dear Fatherland could 
hardly ever stand up against them.” 

Many incidents happened along 
the route which proved a revelation 


to the quiet business-like army. in. 
not infre- 


khaki. German women 
quently fainted dead away on hear- 
ing that the Canadian troops were 
a matter of a day’s march down the 
road. Little family’ parties were 
often seen in an attitude of fearful 
prayer as the bands of the infantry 
approached. But the Germans 
everywhere proved remarkably -well 
disciplined as regards public orders. 
All that seemed necessary was to 
post up a placard signed by a British 
officer. 

It was needless to g0 further. 
The orders were invariably obeyed, 
A number of the rules which a few 
weeks before had been. imposed on 
Belgian civilians by the Hun were 
now imposed on the peoples of the 
Rhine. They must remove their 
hats to all British officers. They 
must not collect in groups or meet- 


ings of any sort without permission, 


from the military authorities. No 
dances, concerts or entertainments 
of any kind were allowed. Every 
civilian must be in his house before 
seven o’clock in the evening, unless 
in possession of a pass signed by the 
British military authorities. Some 
of the soldiers who got the temporary 
job of military police tor a few days, 
found it practically impossible to col- 
lect any “graft.” Every German was 
invariably in his home by seven 
o’clock. 

The saluting order, however, met 
with some little difficulty. The Ger- 
mans at first appeared to know 
nothing of such etiquette except as 
applied to their own German offi- 
cers. They were not long left in 
ignorance, The. language was too 
strange for an officer to instruct the 
straggling wayside Hun to any ad- 
vantage. But jerking off his hat and 
dropping it on the ground at his feet 
usually conveyed the desired instruc- 
tion. The Heinie would usually pick 
up his hat with sullen gesture, and 
a gleam of ill-concealed hatred in his 
eyes. Soon, however, they were 80 
well trained that n.c.o.’s as well as 
officers were taking the German 
salute. 

When the Canadian army passed 
through Belgium, after the armistice, 
the German mark was rated at a 
franc and a half, or about 30 cents. 
That: was the value the Germans 
placed on it when they ruled Bel- 
gium, When Germany was entered 
the mark was ordered down to seven 
marks for five francs, ora little over 
14 cents for a mark. 

The Germans immediately put up 
the old-time bluff. “It was ridicu- 
lous,” they cried. “It would ruin 
the country.” In the beerhouses, 
which were frequently, by the pass- 
ing soldiers, they refused to give 
more than'a mark for a franc. This 
was reported to the commanding offi- 
cers in the district, who ordered the 
reduction as official, Back would go 
the soldiers to collect the proper 
change which a few’ threatening de- 
monstrations usually produced. 

The Germans have an exasperat~- 
ing manner, which it does not require 
a knowledge of English to convey, 
but which consists of a bull-headed 
conceit of their own opinions. [f you 
tell a Frenchman he is wrong, he 
will listen to your side of the ques- 
tion, absorb your point of view, and 
either prove his opinion or be per- 
suaded against it. A German cannot 
possibly be wrong. He cannot be per- 
suaded by arguments, but he must 
see the argument in a public placard 
signed by some military authority. 
That is one way to convince him. 
There was another way which was 
used in moderation by the Canadian 
soldiers. It was little short of mira- 
culous to witness the complete change 
of expréssion which would come 
over a German merchant when you 
held a loaded pistol at his nose and 
informed him that five francs were 
worth seven marks. His agreement 
would then prove most cordial. In

The apparatus consists of an iron 
ring, thre and one-half inches in 
diameter, within the centre of which 
is suspended a lead weight of which 
fastened by a bolt through two met- 
al discs, one of which covers the top 
and the other the bogtom of the 
ring. Two brass cap pjeces are fast- 
ened with bolts to the fron ring,the

In practice, the instrument simp- 
ly. consists of a lead weight suspend- 
ed between two thin discs, whjch 
extend across a small air tight box 
Pounding or digging in the vicin- 
ity of the instrument causes the 
earth waves to shake the geophone 
case.

dules, singly or in bunches. On 
clovers these nodules are very small 
but numerous, while on peas and 
beans they are comparatively large 
and few in number. The bacteria in 
these nodules fix the free nitrogen j. 
of the atmosphere so that the plant 
can use it as food. Without the aid 
of the bacteria the plants cannot do 
this and no crops other than the 
legumes can do it, even with the bac- 
teria present in the soil. 

On old soils, or where clovers. or 
other legumes are successfully grown 
in crop rotation, the bacteria are us- 
ually present. In new soils, however, 
or when new legume crops, a8 al- 
falfa, are grown in. old soil, the 
appropriate bacteria are apt not to be 
present and in such cases some meth- 
od of inoculation should be adopted 
to supply the bacteria. Numerous 
experiments and prolonged exper 
ience have shown that the best way 
to do this is to inoculate the seed 
with the necessary bacteria. 

For such seed inoculation, artifi- 
clally grown cultures of the bacteria 
originally secured from the nodules 
on the roots of the same species of 
plant which is to be sown, are ap- 
plied to the seed shortly before it is 
sown. By this ‘method the bacteria 
are carried into the soil with the 
seed, and in ample numbers to prac- ees

oils, ‘that is, they oxidize rapidly, 
causing gumming or clogging of the 
bearings to which they are applied. 
A mineral oil does not oxidize, nei- 
ther does an animal oll. But mineral 
oils have a low flash point: that is, 
they fire at a low temperature. Ani- 
mal oils develop fatty acids; these 
corrode and pit the metal they are 
used to lubricate, . 

Adulterants of various. kinds are 
added to oils and greases to give them 
“body.’’ Gum, soap, lime, resin, tar, 
soda and free acids all have their 
own. distinct purpose to serve. Sim- 
ple tests may be applied to lubricants 
for quality and viscosity. To test for 
acid saturate a bit of cotton waste 
with the suspected oil, and lay it 
open upon the surface of polished 
ateel or brass for twenty-four hours. 
if steel shows even a slight corro- 
sion or, if the brass turns green, free 
acid is present. To test for gummy 
adulterants place a drop of oil upon 
a piece of glass inclined at such an 
angle as to permit it to flow genuy 
down. If any guin, resins or other 
viscosity producing elements are 
present, they will be apparent by the 
color of the oil streak, as the adul- 
terants deposit themselves upon the 
glass in the form of sediment. 

A good quality of lubricant will 
not break aown, when rubbed be- 
tween the finger tips, as quickly, as 
a poor one, 

It would be cconomy in three ways 
at least to use two different kinds 
of oil; ecenomy of power, of machine 
wear, and of oil, and-in addition 
there would be greater efficiency.—

white man means his ultimate ex- 
‘inetion, the North American Indian, 
reviving from a long period of deca- 
dence, has shown such substantial fn- 
crease in population in recent years 
that he probably is scarcely less num- 
erous than when Columbus discover- 
ed America. It is stated by experts 
of the United States Indian Bureau 
that at no time has the Indian popu- 
lation materially exceeded the total 
of 333,702 Indians reporied by the 
bureau last year. This is also said 
‘o be true of the Indians In Canada. 

“The Indian is no longer to be 
thought of as a dying race,” declared 
Dr. Lawrence W. White, an Indian 
authority of the bureau. ‘In support 
of that statement it is necessary, in 
the first place, to disabuse the public 
mind of the tradition handed down 
by discoverers and early colonists 
that American forests in their dey 
swarmed with the dusky figures of 
the red men. As the Indian neglected 
agriculture almost completely, it is 
highly probably that this country, con- 
sidering its latitude, could have sur- 
ported more than several hundred 
inousand of his race. The Indian in 
the present day, after a period of 
sharp decrease following as a natural 
reaction to sudden contact with the 
civilization of the white man, is seen 
to be making substantial gains in 
population. 

“While many estimates or guesses 
of the Indian population were made 
during the last century, ranging from 
less than 100,000 to 400,000, the 
first reliable census was made by the 
Indian Bureau in 1879, when the 
population was placed at 313,712. So 
figures demonstrated that in the last

with proper handling of the milk the 
few that do get in can be prevented 
from producing any marked changes 
within a reasonable time. It is de~ 
sirable, then, that those who have to 

o with the production and handling 
of milk/should know how to prevent, 
as far as possible, the bacteria from 
getting into the milk and also how 
to prevent those that do get in from 
bringing about the changes which re- 
sult in the spoiling of the milk. 

How Bacteria Get Into Milk.— |. 
Uniess the cow’s udder is diseased 
very few bacteria are present in the 
milk as it is drawn, and those that 
are present are of very little conse- 
quence.’ Thus the bacteria found in. 
raw milk get into it during the milk- 
ing operations and’ during the, later 
handling of the milk. 

Bacteria of many kinds are pres- 
ent in large numbers in a dusty 
atmosphere, on bits of hay, straw, 
cow hairs, manure, flies, dirty hands, 
dirty clothes, and in milk pails, cans,’ 
bottles, strainers, and other milk 
‘utensils that are not thoroughly 
washed and scalded. Consequently, if 
we are to keep bacteria out of milk 
we must prevent the above-nained 
substances from getting into the milk, 
and we must pay particular attention 
to the washing and thorough scald- 
ing of all milk utensils and in hav- 
ing clean hands and clothes. ' 

It ts generally considered that pro- 
yided the milk is passed through a 
strainer when being filled into. the 
cans from the milk pail.all the ob- 
jectionable materials are removed 
from the milk, as dirt, bits of hay, 
straw, manure, cow hairs, files, etc. 
This is a great mistake as the bac- 
teria which were present on these 
when they dropped into the milk pail 
are washed off into the milk, and 
these bacteria pass readily through 
the finest strainers used. Consequent- 
ly, steps must be taken to prevent 
these materials getting into the milk. 

1. The atmosphere of the stable 
must be free as possible from dust 
during the milking operations. Any 
feeding, bedding down or cleaning 
up should be done at least an hour 
before, or left until after milking. 

2. Cover-top or saaitary milk pails 
should be used instead of the wide 
open-top pails. 

3, Doors and windows should be 
fly screened. 

4. Cows should be kept clean-and 
groomed so that bits of dirt, manure, 
hairs, ete., shall not fall from the 
cows’ flanks into the pail during 
milking. 

5. All milk utensils should be 
thoroughly washed and scalded every 
time before use. 

How to Prevent Bacteria From 
Spoiling the Milk.—-Even after all 
reasonable care has been taken to 
prevent bacteriological contamination 
of the milk as outlined above, some

One of the most flourishing organi- 
zations in Quebec devoted to winter 
sports is the Union Canadienne des 
Racquetteurs, which was a consptc- 
uous feature of the great parade 
through the city on February 14, 
when two thousand snowshoers were 
in line, and of the church parade 
February 15. 

The sport loving people of Québec, 
like those of other cities, have their 
work to do each day, and sush big 
snowshoe parades as that of February 
14 are staged at night. On this occa- 
sion an army of snowshoers formed 
in line at the drill hall and, dressed 
in their picturesque costumes, parad- 
ed through the principal streets. 

One of the favorite resorts is the 
Dufferin Terrace toboggan slide. The 
big slide is a beautiful spectacle at 
night, when it is thronged with pic- 
turesquely costumed tobogganists of 
both sexes and when the brilliant 
lights are reflected from snow and 
ice. The total length of the slide 
from high up on the shoulder of the 
Citadel to the snow embankment ter- 
minus near the Chateau is a quarter 
of a mile. There are three tracks, 
between which are partitions of ice 
six inches high, so that no matter if 
the tobogganist does the quarter of 
a mile in twenty seconds there is no 
danger of collision or of being thrown 

out of the particular groove in 
which he\is sliding. Every day eigh- 
teen barrels of water are sprinkled 
upon the tracks, so that each one is 
a glare of ice, and very swift. The
